Schooner Wrecked. 


The oyster schooner, Fred 
Snow, 


Captain J. M. Tate, was wrecked on 
the wcstildeof Conanlcut Island during 
the severe blow of Friday night of latt 
week, Iho body of the Captain being 
found on the Jamestown shore Sunday 
rnomlng.

Locomotive Sparks Caused Sixty 


Per Cent Of Fires On The 
National Forests In The East. 


Of the 503 fires reported bv the forest 


service as having occurred in 1914 on 
the national forest purchase areas in 
the White Mountains of -New England 
and the southern Appalachians, 319, or 
60 per per cent, were caused by sparks 
from locomotives. 
More than half of 


these fires, or 272, occurred in Virginia 
alone, and of these 227 were from Toco- 
rr.otive sparks. 


Three Hundred and 2«7enty-nine of 


the fires were confined to areas of less 
than ten acres each, and 296 were ex- 
tinguished before one-quarter of an 
acre had been burned. The total loss 
amounted to $2,1S2 and the cost of fire- 
fighting to $1,200, an infinitesimal sum 
compared with the value of the timber 
and reproduction protected. 
As the 


areas swept by fire were mostly cut- 
over, the greater part of the damage 
was suffered by young growth.
